In his preface he calls the book “ this first translation of a Classic in 
this Western World” and he wishes it may prove “ a happy omen that 
Philadelphia shall become the seat of the American Muses.”

One of the barest or Hakluyt’s books ; so rare indeed that the 
Hakluyt Society was obliged to make use of a transcript in publishing 
the edition which it produced in 1862; just as Hakluyt himself had 
been unable to get a sight of the Portuguese original printed at Lisbon 
in 1563. If he had succeeded in getting access to that volume, he 
would probably have done no more than correct the visible errors of 
the English MS. (lying in his hands from about 1588) ; but since he 
found that course impracticable, he did better, and carefully investi¬ 
gated the whole of the matter, leaving us a work which is nearly as 
much Hakluyt’s as Galvao’s. He describes the treatise as one which 
* l though small in bulke, contaiueth so much rare and profitable matter, 
as I know not where to seeko the like ... it was first done into our 
language by some honest and well affected marchant of our nation 
whose name by no meanes I could attaine vnto.”

Every genuine student of Shakespeare has always desired to own those Quartos of 
his Master’s Plays and Poems which are the necessary foundations of the Text of so 
many of his greatest productions in the first three periods of his work. Not only in 
importance next to the fibst folio, but even above it, for some Plays, and for all the 
Poems, stand the first or second quartos, from which, or completed copies of which, 
certain Plays in that Folio were printed ; and every trne and faithful worker at 
Shakespeare’s text must want to have in his own hand, under his own eye, and as his 
owu, trustworthy facsimiles of these truest representations of the poet’s own manuscript.

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied by critical 
remarks npon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else hitherto published in 
illustration of the works of Shak«speare.

A publication has long been wanted by lecturers on the history of Oriental art, 
showing in historical and chronological order typical examples of Egyptian art. 

Where available copies on the subject exist, they are mostly too small, faulty in 
execution, and often difficult of access, through being hidden in books and periodicals 
including other subjects. In order to supply such a want this work is now published. 

It will be in 144 Plates in chronological sequence, containing a collection of the best 
Statues and Reliefs of Egyptian Antiquity, Irom the most ancient times down to the 
Roman epoch, copied in large and faithful reproductions from the Originals. 

Both the author and publishers have felt it important in choosing the objects for 
illustration, not only to give the best known Sculptures, which could not well be 
omitted from a comprehensive work, such as this is intended to be, but also to include 
a large number of those which have hitherto not been published at all, or only very 
imperfectly, and thus to bring them within the reach of students.

The letterpress is based upon the large and remarkable series of MS. diaries, 
notebooks, books of sitters, sketch-books, letters, etc., which were acquired by Mr.

One of the most valuable features of the book is to be found in the illustrations. 
These alone make the work indispensable, not only for public, normal school, and 
college libraries, but also for bibliophiles and for students of history and of education. 
More than two hundred and fifty facsimiles of pages appear in the work. Many of 
these are title pages of rare first editions, but a large number illustrate the development 
of arithmetical processes and topics. There are shown, for example, the “ scachiero ”
